General Concept and Functions of EIC Subcommittees 
A. Concept of EIC Subcommittees 


1. The EIC subcommittees provide an organizational framework for 
carrying out the basic review and coordination responsibilities of the EIC. 
They assure periodic review of problems of economic intelligence for defined 
fields of economic activity by professional and technical personnel with 
responsibilities in each of the fields. 


20 Production of interagency intelligence reports through the EIC is 
undertaken only as required and by ad hoc working groups rather than by 
standing subcommittees. 


3. Active participation by agency representatives in the various sub- 
committees will depend on the following: 


a. The extent to which the agency concerned has production 
responsibilities in the field of the subcommittee; ; 


b. The extent to which the agency concerned has an interest 
in intelligence studies and estimates of broader scope which 
involve reference to matters within the scope of the subcommittee; 


e. The availability of qualified personnel. 
B. Minimum Functions for EIC Subcommittees 
1. To provide a standing group of professional and technical personnel 
for discussion of problems of interagency concern and to inform each agency 


representative of intelligence research efforts undertaken in other parte of 
the intelligence commmity in the specified field. 
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2, To facilitate periodic review and evaluation of the state of 
finished intelligence, identify significant research and collection defi: 
eciencies and recommend remedial actions. 


3. To provide, as needed, facilities for review and comment by repre 
sentatives of the several participating agencies on draft reports prepared 
py member agencies within the field of interest of the subcommittee. 


h. Yo facilitate review of proposals for external research in accordance 
with the provisions of DCID 15/1. 


C. Additional Functions for EIC Subcommittees 

1. To assist the various agencies in the progremming of research in 
order to minimize duplication and assure as effective a distribution of 
research effort as is practical in view of each agency's responsibilities. 


2, To provide an opportunity for the review and comparison of methodol- 
ogies utilized in research in the field covered by the subcommittee. 


3. To provide an opportunity, where appropriate and practical, of 
obtaining closer agreement on selected basic statistics within the field of 
competence of each subcoumittee. : 


A To bring to the attention of the EIC current problems and requirements 


for coordinated research which are recognized by the members of the subcommittee. , 
D. Conclusions — 


1. AIL BIC subcommittees are expected to fulfill the minimm functions 
outlined in paragraph B. Subcommittee meetings should be held only with 
well-prepared agenda. 


2, The extent to which the additional functions outlined in paragraph © 
are fulfilled will vary as among subcommittees depending on the degree of 
interagency interest. ~ Unless specifically directed by the EIC the decision 
to undertake any of the additional functions is a matter for determination by 
the individual subcommittees. * tix, *

A. The Economic Intelligence Committee, in accordance with its terms 
of reference set forth in JAC-D-22/1 (Revised), 29th May 1951, has established 
an Agricultural Subcommittee which comprises designated representatives of 
agencies with intelligence responsibilities in the field of foreign agricul- 
ture as they relate to our national security, i.e., Departments of the Air 
Force, State, the Department of Agriculture, the Economic Cooperation Ad.

Proposed. Terma of Reference 
MEMBERSHIP 


1. The Economic Intelligence Committee, in accordance with its 
terms of reference set forth in IAC-D-22/1 (revised), 29 May 1951, 
has established a General Economie Analysis Subcommittee on which 
shall sit representatives of the IAC Agencies as approved by the Eco- 
nomic Intelligence Committee. 


2. Representatives of other government agencies may participate 
as associate members of the subcommittee upon approval of the EIC. 


ORGANIZATION 


1. The Chairman of the Subcoumittee shall be designated by the 
EIC end shall serve for such period of time es determined by the EIC. 


2. The Central Intelligence Agency shall supply the permanent 
secretariat. 


3. he Subeoumittee may set up such vorking groups as may be 
necessary to carry out any of its assigned functions. 


SUBJECT MATTER SCOPE 


1. ‘he General Economic Analysis Subcommittee, in contrast to 

EIC saubcoumittees on special seetors of the economy of various foreign 
countries, shall be concerned with the economy as a whole in such coun- 
tries. It shall be concerned primarily with internal economic develoy- 
ments rather than with the external economic relations of foreign coun- 
tries, and it shall rely on the International Trade and Pinance Subcon- 
mittee for assistance on any problem involving foreign trade, balance of 
payments, international capital movements and economic penetration or 
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2. For each foreign economy considered, the Subcommittee shall be 
concerned with those aspects and agsregetes which have a significant, even 
though indirect, bearing on US foreian policy and the national security. 

The subject matter scope shall include the following major topics, par- 
ticularly as they relate to the recurrent intelligence problems of esseasing 
the economic capabilities, vulnerabilities and indicators of intentions of 
foreign countries to promote their national policies: 


Q. National accounts (e.g. gross national product, national 
income, etc.) and their principal components; economic aggregates 
not covered by other subcommittees (e.g., gross industrial output). 


D. National wealth and changes in the magnitude, Locations, 
composition and character of resources which significantly effect 
the development of the economy as a whole. 


@. Economic policy and planning; economic organization and 
aininistrative structure of the economy, including government 
control or regulation of eccnomic activities and institutional 
Factors affecting the management and operation of economic units. 


d. Fiscal and monetery developments, price movements and 
atructures, and other factors which determine changes in the general 
nevel of economie activity. 


2. Internal trade and distribution, particularly as related 
to living standards, real. wages, and disposable personal income. 


3. ‘The General Economic Analysis Subcommittee shall cooperate 
with other subcommittees established by the EIC in covering any topic 
which is of mutual interest to it and the other subcommittees. 


a. While the Subcommittee shall not be expected to cover 
any of the above-mentioned topics as they apply to a specific 
industry (e.g., investment in the o1l industry, internal trade 
in chemicals, trends in wheat prices, Pineaneing of reilroad 
operations, ete.), it shall collaborate with other EIC subcom- 
mittees whenever the analysis of economic gates is of 
direct concern to the letter subcommittees (e.g., breakdowns 
of total investment by sector of economy, statistics on gross 
industrial output by major industry, ete.) 


b. The Subcommittee shall not be responsible for covering 
population and labor problems

1. The Subcommittee shall maintain a continuing review of the 
foreign economic intelligence in the field of general economic analysis 
to identify important gaps and deficiencies in the collective know- 
ledge of the US Government, and to this en@ shall: 


a- Survey, from time to time, the total intelligence needs of 
the US Government in this field and maintain appropriate records of 
such needs. 


b. Maintain a current record of finished intelligence reports 
in this field which are now available or which are scheduled for 
production by the various agencies of the US Government or by exe 
ternal research sources. 


2. The Subcommittee shall assist in eliminating the gaps in in- 
telligence in this field by: 


a. Examining the data and analyses in the field of general 
economic analysis; consulting with the EIC Advisory Group on Economic 
concepts and methods on enalytical problems; and advising the EIC 
in regard to the pertinence, extent, and quality of the availeble 
intelligence, coordinating the Advisory Group on Concepts and Methods 
whenever appropriate. 


b. Developing outlines for projects designed to provide 
intelligence which is lacking. 


c-. Recommending to the BIC for appropriate action 4) the 
priority of research projects designed to fill major gaps, ii) the 
allocation of responsibilities among Govermnent agencies for the 
preparation of such analyses with due consideration to available 
facilities and personnel, -and iii) the assignment, where appropri- 
ate, of such projects or parts thereof to outside institutions 
under external research programs. 


3- The Subcommittee shall advise the EIC regarding the adequacy 
of information in the field of general economic analysis and in this 
sonnection shall: 


a. Recommend to the BIC, in cooperation with the Subcome 
mittee on Requirements and Facilities for Collation, priority 
requirements for the collection of information on general eco- 
nomic analysis. 


b. Cooperate with the Subcommittee on Requirements and 
Facilities for Collation in i) indexing literature on Soviet 
general economic analysis, particularly that available in the 
US Government; ii) collecting, processing and collating data 
on general economic analysis in a manner which will make such 
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data readily accessible to the intelligence community (e.g., machine 
records, indexing, ete.); and iii) determining the scope, coverage and 
location of information registers (biographiec » industrial plants, 
etc.) and rationalizing their utilization.

TERMS OF REFERENCE FOR THE SUBCOMMITTEE ON ECONOMIC DEFENSE

Mission of EIC Subcommittee on Economic Defense 
EEE, SH Economic Del ense 


The mission of the EIC Subcommittee on Economic Defense is to 
provide an organizational framework for carrying out within its 
Pield the basic responsibilities of the FIC in developing and coor- 
dinating intelligence as required by the Economic Defense Advisory 
Committee (EDAC) and the Advisory Committee on Export Policy (ACEP) 
and in facilitating cooperation among the intelligence-research 
elements engaged in the economic defense program. 


Membership and Organization 
ee A een Zab Lon 


1. Membership of the Subcommittee on Economic Defense consists 
of representatives of the USIB agencies as designated by these de- 
partments and agencies and approved by the ETC. 


2. Associate membership of the Subcommittee consists of repre- 
sentatives of the Staff of the Deputy Administrator for Mutual Defense 
Assistance Control /Department of State, the Departments of Commerze, 
State (ECD), and Treasury, and the International Cooperation Adminis- 
tration. Any other department or agency having an interest or com- 
petence in the field of economic defense intelligence may be invited 
to sit with the Subcommittee, subject to the approval of the ETS, 
Associate members will have full right of attendance at all meetings 
and participation in all the work of the Subcommittee except for such 
meetings or work programs which concern intelligence matters within 
the exclusive responsibility and jurisdiction of the USIB departments 
and agencies. 
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3- Active participation hy agency representatives generally 
is governed by (a) the extent to which each agency concerned hag 
responsibilities in the field of economic defense, (b) the extent 
to which an agency has an interest in economic intelligence of 
broader scope which involves reference matters within the scope of 
the Subcommittee, and (e) the availability of qualified personnel. 


4. The Chairman of the Subcommittee is designated by the EIC, 
and the Central Intelligence Agency provides the permanent Secre- 
tariat. The Subcommittee may set up ad hoc working groups as 
necessary to assist in carrying out any of its assigned functions. 
The production of interdepartmental economic intelligence normally 
is assigned to ad hoc working groups rather than to the Subcommittee 
proper. 


Functions 


As the standing interagency intelligence group of professional 
bersonnel in the field of ezonomic defense intelligence, the Sub- 
committee shall perform the following minimum functions: 


1. Identify significant research and collection deficiencies 
in the field of economic defense Intelligence, with particular ref- 
erence to the needs of the Economic Defense Advisory Committee (EDAC) 
and of the Advisory Committee on Export Policy (ACEP). 


2. Develop, and report as requested to the BIC, ways in which 
these recognized research deficiencies could be, or are being, cor- 
rected and ways in which improvements cowld be, or are being, made 
in economic intelligence collection requirements and in the distri- 
bution and processing of economiz defense intelligence information. 


3: Produce, or arrange Tor the production of interdepartmental 
intelligence reports in supports of the economic defense program on 
subjects which transcend the competence of a single department or 
agency. 
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4, Arrange for the coordination of individual agency intelli- 
gence reports in support of economic defense activities, provided 
these intelligence reports are deemed of sufficient national security 
importance to warrant the solicitation of concurrences from represen- 
tatives on the Subcommittee. 


5» Mobilize the economic and technical information available in 
or to the Government for the purpose of providing intelligence support 
for economic defense programs and activities. Such support will nor- 
mally take the form of ad hoc responses to the request of EDAC, ACEP, 
or USIB Committees. 


6. Assist or advise agencies in the programming of intelligence 
research in support of economic defense programs or activities in 
order to minimize duplication and assure as effective a distribution 
of research efforts as is practicable in view of each Ageney's respon- 
sibilities and capabilities. 


Operating Procedures 


The Subcommittee shall establish its own operating procedures 
subject to the following conditions: 


Ll. It shall meet in formal session at least once each fiscal 
year to prepare and approve its Annual Report to the ETC. The Annual 
Report will be responsive to the request of the FIC Secretariat and 
will report on the activities of the Subcommittee in fulfilling its 
functions as outlined in €, above. The Subcommittee will schedule 
other meetings as required to fulfill its funetions. 


2. The Subcommittee Secretariat shall provide all appropriate 
EIC members, the Subcommittee, and the EIC Secretariat with copies of 
the Agenda and Minutes of its meetings. 
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3. Reports and recommendations which have been approved by the 
Subcommittee may be transmitted to the requestor departments and 
agencies without prior formal clearance by the EIC. However, such 
reports shall be so marked, and shall be simultaneously submitted to 
the EIC for its formal clearance. In case of dissent at the Sub- 
committee level, reports or recommendations shall not be transmitted 
to the requestor departments or agencies until such reports or rec- 
ommendations and the dissent or dissents thereto, have been submitted 
to the ETC for resolution.

TERMS OF REFERENCE FOR EIC WORKING GROUP 


ON 
SINO-SOVIET BLOC ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES 
PERTAINING TO UNDERDEVELOPED AREAS 


PURPOSE: 


To assemble and produce coordinated current intelligence from all 
sources on Sino-Soviet Bloc economic activities pertaining to under- 
developed areas. 


SUBJECT MATTER SCOPE: 
The Working Group shall be concerned with: 


a. Sino-Soviet Bloc activities pointing to offers, contracts 
and/or shipments to Free World areas, particularly underdeveloped areas, 
of industrial goods, capital equipment, complete plant installations or 
armaments, as well as the technical assistance accompanying such activities. 


b. The type and extent of technical assistance contemplated or 
provided by the Bloc to Free World areas independent of arrangements for 
the export of Bloc equipment or plant installations. 


c. Bloc activities relating to the purchase and import or brokerage 
of commodity surpluses in the Free World. 


d. Loans, credits, and other trade or payment arrangements between 
the Bloc and underdeveloped areas of the Free World related to the above 
activities or for other purposes. 


FUNCTIONS : 


The Working Group shall assemble and evaluate information from all 
sources available to HIC member departments and appropriate associate 
member departments on Bloc economic activities pertaining to Free World

The KIC Working Group on Sino-Soviet Bloc Economic Activities 
in Underdeveloped Areas has now published 20 issues of its biweekly report. 
Both the biweekly and quarterly publications of this working group have 
been appreved for release to the three special US Governmént groups studying 
US foreign aid policies (a subcommittee of the House Foreig Affairs Com- 
mittee, a subcommittee of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee > 9nd the 
Fairless Committee established by the President). So far, in response to 
requests, the background report in the quarterly series (EIC-R-14) has 
been supplied to the House and Fairless groups, and the biweekly series 
te the House subcommittee. 


The Chairman stated.that he had had a number of indications 
that this series of reports was being generally well-received, and he - 
inquired as to what indications other members might have had. ‘the repre~ 
sentative of the Department of State reported that inquiries addressed 
to many Foreign Service posts had brought a universally favorable reaction. 
A number of the other EIC representatives also commented on the-value of 
this series of intelligence reports — particularly the representatives 
of the Department of Commerce and of ICA.

An “Ad Hoc" BIC Working Group on NIE 11-1-57,."Sino-Soviet 
Bloc Air Defense Capabilities. through Mid-1962," was established .on

favorable comment was concurred in by interim action of the BIC on 
18 October 1956.

The members expressed general 
agreement with each of these suggestions.
